MANY VILLAGES RECAPTURED 


Russian fighter "planes and crack 
cavalry Guards regiments — their 
mobility well suited to the wintry con- 
ditions on the front—are striking hard 
at the Germans as their grip on 
strategic sectors of the wide central 
front 1s being broken and their Panzer 
divisions are thrown back. 

South 
Russian troops yesterday recaptured 
31 villages and a heavy haul of tanks, 
lorries and guns left by the Germans 
as they took to flight. In one sector, 
where the Germans sought to establish 
a strong resistance centre, Soviet 
artillery blasted the position before 
tanks swept in to attack and carry the 
point, with German losses of 400 
killed. and wounded. 


TWO VIEWS 


The German High Command to-day 
claimed that Russian attacks “at 
several points” were repulsed with 
heavy Soviet losses, but a military 
commentator in Berlin continued the 
effort to allay German anxiety regard- 
ing the developments of recent opera- 
tions. The fight of the German troops, 
it is said, is “still marked by Russian 
attempts to obtain local successes,”’ but 
these attacks ‘‘are always frustrated 
by our defence, with bloody losses for 
the enemy,” while the Luftwaffe is 
described as continually intervening by 
bombing troops concentrations, tanks 
and supply columns, as well as rail- 
ways, in the Soviet rear.

LARGE SCALE ATTACKS 


While the Russians pres the 
Germans back from other sectors of the 
Leningrad front, as well as in the 
Tikhvin Railway area and on the central 
front are now fighting on the borders 
of the Smolensk Province, in Southern 
Russia, they are launching increasingly 
large-scale offensives in the Donetz 
basin and west of Rostov. 

There are indications that the pace 
of the advance along the shores of the 
Sea of Azov has to some extent 
diminished—possibly in face of stiffen- 
ing German efforts to create a new line 
of resistance—but there have been no 
official details since Moscow radio 
announced the complete encirclement of 
Taganrog, and the unofficial report that

GERMAN CLAIMS 


German radio yesterday claimed the 
destruction of the Murmansk Railway, 
on the far-northern sector of the Russo- 
German frontier. Generally, it affirmed, 
the war situation could be summarised 
as attacks on troop concentrations. On 
the central front German bombers and 
Stukas, accompanied by fighters, 
destroyed 24 tanks, two batteries and 
120 vehicles. Similar attacks were 
carried out near Tikhvin and in Karelia, 
it was claimed. 

Positions and troops on the Moscow 
front, it said, were in deep snow, which 
changed the aspect of the landscape 
and covered all tracks.

SIEGE OF HONGKONG 


SINGAPORE, Monday.—The siege 
of Hongkong, easternmost outpost of 
the British Empire, is continuing. 
Kowloon, on the Chinese mainland, 
separated from the island by only two 
miles of water, is in Japanese hands. 
It is the main docking centre of the 
Hongkong and _ leased _ territories. 
Behind it rises a range of hills some 
four miles from Hongkong Island. 
Japanese aartillery, which  to-day’s 
communiqué says is exchanging heavy 
unfire with the Hongkong batteries, 
is stationed on these hills. The main 
living sector of the town faces pen 
towards Kowloon and the hills behind. 
It, is a siege such as this that Hong- 
kong has been preparing to withstand 
ever since the war began. She has 
built up large food and water — 
and does not lack heavy guns. These 
guns should play havoc with Japanese 
attempts to prepare and put to sea.

MR. ROOSEVELT ON AXIS 
POLICY 


WASHINGTON, Monday—President 
Roosevelt, in a message to Congress, 
states that Japanese submarines, as 
well as aircraft, attacked Hawaii on 
December 7th.—(Reuter.) 
The President states that . several 
formulas were offered and discussed in 
the negotiations with Japan whereby 
America hoped to arrive at an under- 
standing for achieving permanent peace 
in the Pacific, but the Japanese 
Government “has continued its course 
of war and conquest.’’ 
President Roosevelt adds that 
through the years which followed 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria, 
“Germany, Italy and Japan reached 
an understanding to time their acts 
of aggression to their common advan- 
tage, and bring about the ultimate en- 
slavement of the rest of the world.’’ 
Reviewing the history of Japanese- 
American relations, the President 
states: “ With res to the entire 
Pacific area the United States has con- 
sistently urged—as it has for all other 
parts of the globe—the fundamental 
importance to world peace of fair and 
ual treatment among nations.” 
hen there has been a tendency on 
other nation to en- 
croach upon the independence and 
sovereignty of Far East countries, the 
United States has tried to discourage 
such a tendency wherever possible. 
“Japan, following Germany’s ex- 
ample, announced that the 70 or 80 
million Japanese were superior to the 
seven or eight hundred million other 
inhabitants of the Orient. Their con- 
ceit would make them masters of a 
region containing almost one half of 
the population of the earth. It would 
give them complete control of vast 
sea lanes and trade routes of import- 
ance to the entire world." 

He was convinced, as the forces of 
Germany, Italy and Japan increasingly 
combined their efforts, that they would 
ultimately attack the Uni States 
and the Western hemisphere, if suc- 
ful in their own continents.

BRITISH COMMUNIQUE 


Yesterday’s Cairo communiqué says : 

“Despite bad weavher, with low 
clouds and rain, our main forces made 
still further progress from the area 
south-west ot Gazala. North of the 
Trigh El Abd, Indian and British 
troops during their advance were twice 
counter-atfacked by German tanks and 
lorried infantry, but both attacks were 
repulsed, sixteen German. tanks being 
destroyed, and twenty officers and 
three hundred and fifty other ranks 
being captured. In addition, our troops 
shot down four enemy dive-bombers 
and one enemy fighter. 

“ A little further south-west British 
troops inflicted casualties on the 
enemy and captured about one hundred 
and fifty prisoners. ‘They took another 
seven guns, and captured an enemy 
supply dump containing’ seventy 
thousand gallons of fuel, They also 
shot down one enemy bomber. 

“In the frontie: area South African 
troo have captured another two 
hundred o: more prisoners, over half 
of whom were Germans, and three 
tanks. They also shelled the remain- 
ing enemy positions east of Sollum. 

‘Mopping-up operations on the 
coast between Tobruk and Sollum, 
where fugitives and stragglers are still 
being found in small numbers, are 
proceeding satisfactorily throughout the 
area east and 
The late battlefield is now being 
cleared, and quantities of material 
captured from or abandoned by the 
enemy were being collected. 

‘*in spite of adverse weather con- 
ditions, our air forces still maintain 
constant and most effective attacks on 
enemy transport columns throughout 


Tmimi and Derna.” 

It was stated in authoritative 
quarters in London that it cannot be 
stated definitely that the Axis in 
Libya has been unable to get any re- 
inforcements, but it is most unlikely 
that much has got through, either in 
the way of reinforcements or supplies. 


GERMANS GIVE BATTLE 


After withdrawing steadily westward 
for a week, the Axis forces yesterday

faced about and gave battle to the 


British troops who had been on their 
heels from the very start and had 
gradually closed with their rearguard, 
says the Associated Press in a message 
from Cairo last night. 

General Rommel’s rearguard action, 
which he had been fighting for two 
days, became, in fact, a delaying 
action, in which the bulk of his remain- 
ing tank and infantry forces was 
engaged. The battle was fought on 
4 broad front, extending, roughly, 
between Gazala, Tmimi and the desert 
track known as Trigh ‘el Abd, 
in heavy rain. Details are lacking; 
but British sources expressed satis- 
faction with the preliminary reports. 
The Germans have already lost much 
material in their withdrawal, and the 
British, mopping up as they advance, 
are constantly finding stores which 
General Rommel apparently had not 
time. to destroy. 

Some of the Axis forces originally 
cut. off at Gazala have apparently 
managed to work their way westward 
again in the direction of Derna, but 
British patrols are already operating 
far west bf the battle area. In the 
Egyptiart frontier area the British forces 
are gradually cleaning out Axis nests 
isolated almost since the start of the 
campaign.

Limerick to go out of existence? That 
5; was a Mr "Eo ire faced vi 
anagement Com ee o League 
Ireland iast Friday, but most' of the dele- 
ates seemed to prefer to avoid the big 
sue of the future and to shelve the pro- 
blem for another week or two by making 
Limerick an additional loan of 240. 

Limerick’s wages bill is £40 per week. 
Every second wetk they have to travel at a 
cost of £16 to £20 fulfil an “ away 
fixture. Other obligations, such as rent 
and nary commercial overhead expendi- 
ture, must bring their fortnightly outgoings 
to at least £100. | 
they meet that £100? 
“home” gates (one a fortnight) of about 


&50. 

There is no need to complicate the issue 
by further figures. For example, Limerick 
receive 10 per cent, of “away” 
they travel, with a minimum o 
against that they have to pay a similar 

rcentage to clubs visiting them, so that 

thing works out fairly evenly. They 
also have to pey 5 per cent. of their gate 
receipts to t League. But these small 
issues do not alter the fact that Limerick 
still need £25 a week. 

The week befor- last they had to be given 
a loan of £20 to enable them to travel to 
play Bray Unknowns, Last week they got 
another £40. They already owed a con- 
siderable sum to the League, and their 
pressing debts, for wages and taxi fares 
and such items, recently amounted to 
2108. Even if the League gave them £25 
a week as a gift they still would be in debt 
at the end of the season, unless the Cup 
brought them a lot of luck. 

Mr. Tom Aungier, Chairman of the 
League, thinks that it is as much a job 
for the Association as it is for the League 
to keep senior football alive in 
Limerick. But is it? The Association has 
done a Jot for junior football in Limerick 
and other parts of the country. If it now 
subsidises J.imerick it will be for the benefit 


money by having an idle week-end each in 
turn if Limerick should cease to exist. 

As “soccer” enthusiasts, the members of 
the League Management Committee may 
want the game continned in Limerick; as 
club representatives, their only concern is 
with the financial repercussions of Lime- 
rick’s going out. Would it be better to 
stand the loss of two blank week-ends (one 
in the case of those who already have met 


each? It may be argued that the cinbs 
will not be paying the subsidy, but the 
league. That is subterfoge. The League 
is the clubs, and when the League makes 
virtnally irrecoverable loans the clubs are 
sacrificing their own reserves, although the 
fact may not be obvious to their delegates. 

A great deal might be written about the 
extravagance of Limerick’s wages bill, and 
comparisons drawn with Dublin clubs, which 
pay less than £20 a week to their players. 
And the supposed difficulties of getting 
players cheaply in the country as compared 
with the city might he discussed, as it was 
at the League meeting last Friday. The 
object of this article, however, is not to 
criticise Limerick; rather is it intended to 
put in brutal simplicity the facts that the 
Management Committee failed to ' get down 


0. 

One delegate suggested that the increased 
cost of travel was the cause of Limerick’s 
troubles. Obviously, it is not more than a 
minor corftributory cause. - At the same 
time, serious consideration should be given 
to the proposal of Cork United, that pro- 
vincial clubs should be allowed 30 per cent. 
of the gates when playing in Dublin owing 
to the increase in the cost of travel. It 
has been computed that in fulfilling their 
League matches this season Cork will have 
travelled 2,896 miles, Limerick 2,224 miles, 
Dundalk 1,574, Bray 918, and the Dublin 
clubs 710 each.

Senator Brennan informed an /rish 
Times reporter that the Institute, 
which had been invested with very 
wide powers, would, issue a memoran- 
dum calling attention to the strange, 
but none’ the less true, situa- 
tion that ‘‘the people of .

HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


At the annual meeting of the Com- 


| mittee of the Dundalk Grammar School, 


which took place at the school on 
Thursday last, the members present 
were: The Rev. G. T. Lundie, M.A., 
LL.B. (in the chair), the Rev. J. J.

LORD WOOLTON ON 
FOOD POSITION 


Lord Woolton, British Minister of 
Food, speaking at the opening 
ithead restaurant at Gedling Colliery, 
Meall said that there would be 
no immediate changes in rationing as 
a result of the spread of the war to 
the Pacific. 

““We were ready; we had our plans 
prepared, ” he added. 

“We have been doing rather well 
during the last few months, but I do 
beg that we shall go on being very 
careful and very thrifty. You know 
the domestic cupboard is a very good 
storage place ior the food of this 
country, 1f the women of England wilt 
use the key very grudgingly. I do not 
want anyone to hoard food.’’ 

The only way, said Lord Woolton, 
in which he, as Minister of Food, 
could direct suitable food to the 
workers was through the establishment 
of canteens. By the end of this year 
provision my g have been made for 
feeding 85 per cent. of the miners. 
“TH it becomes prudent at any time,” 
he added, ‘‘ with the knowledge I have 
of our food stock position and our 
shipping position, for me to make 
alterations in the amount of rations in 
this country I shall make them.”

The wagtails are with us again, 
True, like the poor, they are always 
with us—some of them. The majority 
fly away South after summer, even if 
it is only to Cork, but a few stay here, 
sharing the winter with us, and out of 
that few, every year now for goodness 
knows how long, a large proportion 
roosts every night in one of the plane 
trees in O’Connell street. 


dawn—when everyone in Dublin except 
newspapermen is decently in bed—they 
fly off to find insects in ponds and 
streams and puddles. For they are 
water wagtalle—" dish-washere,” as 
some other wag has called them, not 
because they eat off plates, but, for 
some reason or other, because they 
love paddling. In winter, when insects 
tend to make themselves scarce, the 
wagtails forsake their beloved water a 
good deal for farmyards and like incu- 
bators of winter flies. In the twilight, 
then, they gather together once more— 
in O'Connell street. 

The tree is thick with them. They 
have moulted, of course, in autumn, 
and are no longer “pied” wagtails— 
another of their names; just black on 
top and white underneath. That is, in 
Ireland. In England they mostly turn 
grey on top during winter, and there 
seems to have been rather an argument 
between Ireland's leading ornithologist, 


Mr. B. Moffat, and the bird- 
watching sages across the water before 
it was discovered tha} in this, as in so 


many other things, the Irish Sea is a 
very wide gulf indeed. Even our birds 
moult differently! At one time, in- 
deed, I can imagine there must have 
been quite a flutter in the feathered 
world about it all, and ‘‘ black-backs ”’ 
‘‘ grey-backs’’ were as equally 
excited over their side as any punter 
or cup finalist until Mr. Witherby, the 
editor of the new “ British Handbook 
of Birds,” in five volumes, decided it 
by discovering that they had both 
black and grey feathers mixed on their 
backs, and so, in a sense, were atill 
‘* pied ” all the year round. 

e observer in O'Connell street will 
hardly be able to test this for himself, 
All that is apparent is a curious tree, 
festooned with what at first looks like 
white blossom or snow. It is an amaz- 
ing sight, until a step closer shows all 
the little tails sticking out—not wag- 
ging for once. And there is not a 
sound out of them. In fact, they look 
as if more than Christopher Robin was 
saying his prayers.

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HOME-GROWN SEED 
- CORN 
ADVICE TO FARMERS 


For many years past all the barley 
produced in this country has been 
grown from home saved seed. It can 
also be stated that the high standard 
of our seed barley is not, surpassed in 
any country. This satisfactory position 
has been brought about by the schema 
of the Department of Agriculture for 
the distribution of pedigree seed barley, 
and the full co-operation which this 
scheme has received from all parties 
concerned with the barley growin 
industry. This was stated by Mr. ia 
J. Brady, M.Agr.Sc., Inspector, 
Department of Agriculture, in a radio 
address from the Dublin Station last 
night. 

What had been achieved in the case 
of barley should also be possible with 
wheat and oats. The Department have 
schemes in operation for the propa- 
gation and distribution of pedigree 
seed oats and wheat. 

At the present time there are ample 
.stocks of both oats and wheat suitable 
for seed, but for the future farmers 
will be obliged to grow their own 
seed. In doing this the farmer should 
select the variety which suits best, and 
concentrate on one only. Having 


decided on the variety he should start. 


with good seed, true to type, well 
clean and of high germination. 


Before sowing it should be dressed 
with powder dressing and not sown 
close to any other eereal crop. Parti- 
cular attention should be given to the 
harvesting, and the crop should be left 
as long as — in the stack, When 
threshed the grain should be spread 
on a loft about two feet deep and 


periodically turned, Seed raising on 
the best lines has been practised in 
certain parts of Donegal and 
Roscommon. 


Supplies of rye for catch cróp 
growing, have not, said Mr, Brady, 
been equal to the demand and an 
extension of the area of rye grown for 
seed purposes is very desirable, He 
also urged farmers to go in more for 
raising their own seeds of sugár beet, 
mangels, turnips, etc. Usually fifty 
roots would be sufficient to produce 
seeds for an acre. .

The Times, in a leading article to- 
day, says:—A month, even a fortnight 
ago, there were many on this, as well 
as on the other side of the Atlantic, 
who doubted whether full American 
articipation in the war would really 
ahs e Allies, especially in the first 
sm It, was argued that the needs 
of the American Army and Navy would 
inevitably take first place; that the 
gupplies now being received by Great 
Britain, Russia and China would, in 
part as least, be diverted to building 
up American stocks, and that they 
would not come into effective use until 
the slow-moving American organisation 
was equi to employ them. Again, 
it was said if war should come by way 
of the Pacific, American eyes would be 
turned there and to Japan, away from 
the danger of the Atlantic and the 
arch-enemy in Europe. All these 
doubts have been proved groundless 
by events of the past fateful week. 
American supplies, especially since the 
ssing of the Lend-Lease Act, have | 
een invaluable. The fight could 
scarcely have been continued without 
them; and, yet, as American observers 
have been the first to im, 
American industry was very slow in 
turning from peace to defence produc- 
tion. Organisers, manufacturers and 
workmen were anxious to give of their 
best; but the war was a lorig way off, 
their country was not directly 
attacked, and they Jacked an 
urgent incentive to disregard the 
political, sectional and even personal 
considerations which impeded their. 
effort. The Japanese bombs which 
rained on Pearl Harbour ten days ago 
changed all that in a single night. 
With the unity and determination now 
prevailing, American production will 
speedily be able not only to provide 
for all the needs of the American 
forces, but at the same time to increase 
rather than to diminish the supplies 
Bb SR British, Russian and Chinese 
ies.

| Kowloon, on the mainland opposite the 


island and city of Hong Kong, have been 
withdrawn, with the result that the 
Japanese have obtained useful positions 
for artillery observation; and no imme- 
diate help, as it appears, can be expected 
from the Chinese Nationalists. The 
situation in the Malayan peninsula is 
different. There, the Japanese are thrust- 
ing esouthwards towards Singapore from 
two points. In the region of Kedah, they 
have gained some ground, over difficult 
country and against fierce opposition, 
while the British garrison has been 
evacuated from Victoria Point, the 
extreme southerly tip of Burma. It is, 
however, one thing to drive through the 
the Malayan peninsula, to the very out- 
skirts of Singapore; it is another thing 
to take the city. Singapore has been said 
to be the most strongly fortified city on 
earth. It is the headquarters of a power- 
ful fleet and of strong aircraft units; its 
fighting personnel has been reinforced 
substantially during recent months, and 
it possesses many natural advantages for 
defence. If the Japanese believe that 
they have a genuine chance to take it at 
an early stage of hostilities, they believe 
so in defiance of the opinion oi military 
theorists from every part of the. world. 
Clearly, they are content to make the 
attempt at any cost. They have suffered 
heavy losses already in the rough Malayan 
country, and certainly will suffer even 
more severely before they come within 
sight of Singapore; but the Japanese have 
learned the lesson of modern offensive 
tactics, which is to press on without regard 
of casualties. To what extent the British 
scheme of defence has been affected by the 
loss of two great warships remains to 
be seen. 

The United States has not had time to 
recover from her initial shock. It is clear 
that she was unprepared for assault— 
even less ready than Great Britain was 
in September, 1939—and months are likely 
to pass before she can mobilise her 
resources for a campaign of counter- 
attack. She has lost Guam, though it 
seems that Wake Island continues to hold 
its own. News from the Philippines is 
strangely meagre—in contrast with a week 
ago, when there was so much information 
from all quarters that it was impossible 
to form a rational picture of events—but 
what there is suggests that the Japanese 
landing-parties have not made any 
imposing headway. They have planned 
their Pacific campaign with remarkable 
skill. Thus far the British and American 
garrisons have been compelled to fight 
alone, and there is as yet no sign of the 
close co-operation on which the two nations 
relied in large measure for their Far 
Eastern strength; Sooner or later the 
weight of their metal is bound to tell. 
Both of them possess enormous productive 


| power, while Japan’s shortage of war 


material is admitted; but she is fighting 
in home waters, and their strength is 
scattered over the seven seas. Great 
Britain cannot afford to relax her vigilance 
over the Atlantic, or, for that matter, 
over the Mediterranean, and, according 
to all the rules, most of the fighting in 
the Pacific ought to have devolved upon 
the United States Navy. If that navy 
is in a genuine state of preparation, it 
presumably is steaming with all possible 
speed for the Far East, and its arrival 
will mark a change in the course of the 
fighting; but nobody will deny that for 
the time being the prospects of the demo- 
cratic Powers are far from rosy. One 
country has been caught on the wrong 
foot; the other is committed so deeply 
that it cannot afford to release more than 
a fraction of ite strength for the protection 
of the Pacific. Neither Great Britain nor 
America has made any secret of her 
anxiety. 
are confident of ultimate victory, but they 
do not conceal their belief that ‘further 
losses must be endured before the tide of 
war begins to turn. Their situation would 
be more parlous if Herr Hitler had not 
embroiled himself so deeply in Russia. 
As matiers are, they possess a useful 
breathing-space in which to gather their 
forces for the real “show-down ” in the 
Far East. It will demand an effort such 
as the United States never previously has 
had to exert. 


A Stern Struggle 


The dramatic entry of Japan into the 
war, with its surprising and far-reaching 
results, almost has monopolised the front 
pages of the newspapers during the last 
week, For a proper understanding of the 
situation, however, it is essential that a 
due sense of perspective shall be preserved, 
and that, whatever may, or may not, 
happen in the Far East, the fact that the 
real adversaries in this war are Germany 
and Great Britain shall not be forgotten. 
At the moment, the two main theatres of 
war between the British and the Germans 
are the Atlantic Ocean and Libya. As a 
result of Russia’s epic resistance, Ger- 
many’s -air attacks on Great Britain 
almost have ceased, although there is no

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immediately. General Cunningham suffered 
heavy losses in tanks and personnel, and 
last week it was announced that he had 
been relieved of his command. The new 
commander in Libya is General Neil 
Ritchie, who already has achieved ‘an 
appreciable success. Not only has Tobruk 
been relieved ; but General Rommel’s forces 
are being forced slowly, but steadily, back. 
It is far too soon to speak of a German 
defeat. According to the British reports, 
General Rommel still is “ full of fight”; 
but it is obvious that the British forces 
are being handled with care as well as 
with skill, and that, unless the Germans 
can obtain substantial reinforcements, there 
can be only one end to the campaign. The 
British pressure is increasing inexorably. 
General Auchinleck’s command includes 
‘not only British, but also New Zealand, 
South African, Indian, Australian, Polish 
and Czech troops; and, now that Tobruk 
has been relieved, its immediate task has 
‘been simplified. According to yesterday 's 
report from Cairo, General Rommel, 
having fought a rearguard action for some 
days, has decided to turn and fight in 
the neighbourhood of Tmimi-Gazala. He 
has engaged his main forces in an effort 
to delay the British advance, and '' heavy 
fighting ” is reported. The. British claim 
to have captured seven hundred prisoners, 
together with an amount of booty, 
including 70,000 gallons of fuel oil. They 
are retaining the initiative, which means 
much in mechanised warfare, particularly 
in the desert; and General Auchinleck’s 
message of congratulation to General 
Ritchie suggests that he is well satisfied 
with the progress of events. Much depends 
on the outcome of the Battle of Libya, 
which is reaching a decisive stage. It 
will have an enormous effect on Medi- 
terranean strategy ; and, since the outbreak 
of war in the Far East, naval supremacy 
in the Middle Sea is more important than 
ever it has been before. 


Films in War 


Since the beginning of the war the 
moving picture industry has received 
many set-backs. In Ireland, the problem 
of obtaining supplies of new films is 
gradually becoming more and more acute 
as the war progresses, and America’s 
recent entry into the war will, it is feared, 
make matters even more difficult for the 
cinema industry in months to come. 
During the past year or so the Irish 
cinema-going public has been existing on 
a varied selection of “ re-isspes’’ and a 
small number of new American films. The 
American film distributors, anxious to 
maintain a steady flow of supplies, have, 
according to Mr. Robert McKew, Irish 
Manager of the General Film Distributors, 
resorted to a variety of practices in order 
to get the films safely to Ircland, but he 
fears that the entry of America and 
Japan into the war will greatly complicate 
matters. At the moment, in order to be 
sure of getting a film across, they 
frequently send it by five different routes ; 
naturally, it is not the original negative 
that is sent, but a series of what are called 
*Lavender’’ prints, from which new 
negatives may be made. Apart from the 
fact that films now will be more difficult 
to transport across the ocean, it is unlikely 
that we shall get many more American iilms 
until after the war; for it is highly 
probable that the American film com- 
panies, like the British film companies, 
will devote their energies to producing 
propaganda films and documentary films 
of the war effort, at any rate for the next 
few months. During that time, the Irish 
cinema-going public, which is by no means 
slight in comparison with the total 
population of the country, will have to 
‘make do’’ with re-issues, what few 
films can seep through the censorship 
barricade, and, perhaps, an occasional 
Irish production; although it is unlikely 
that they will see many of the latter; 


for, apart altogether from technical 
and financial difficulties, it hardly 
would be possible to produce a 
film in Ireland which would meet 


the requirements of an audience which 
has been weaned on “the sumptuous 
productions of Hollywood. Nevertheless, 
the patrons of the cinemas will havo no 
redress, and the shortage of new films may 
do some good in this respect; for it will 
teach them that they can exist without

ART EXHIBITIONS 
IN DUBLIN 


Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., yesterday 
opened an exhibition of pictures by James 
Conway and Gerald Donnelly. Mr. James 
Conway is the. fireman artist who for a 
number of yeaf® has been an exhibitor at 
the Royal Hibernian Academy.

Mr. Gerald Donnelly shows the same 
number of pictures, mostly of small size, 
some oils and some water-colours. He has 
been especially successful in giving atmo- 
sphere fo No. 21, ‘‘Summer Evening,” and 
No. 27, “St, James's Harbour, Dublin.” 
Objectively the latter is somewhat uninterest- 
ing as a subject, but the artist has made 
an attractive picture in the light on walls 
and water. 


TWO OTHER EXHIBITIONS 


A small exhibition of pictures, water- 
colours and drawings by Maurice McGonigal, 
R.H.A., also opened yesterday at the Picture 
Hire Club. All the exhibits are marked by 
the robustness of effect and feeling for 
popular life that characterises the work of 
the distinguished Academician. The Conne- 
mara scenes, most notably, perhaps, *‘ Water- 
fall, Costello River,” have considerable 
freshness of atmospheric observation, while 
“Dun Laoghaire,” a panoramic study of 
Dublin Bay, with a foreground of park and 
harbour, has unusual delicacy in the matter 
of colour orchestration. 

There is surprisingly little that is archi- 
tectonic (in the sense that we use the word 
when speaking of Poussin or Cézanne) in the 
exhibition ot Paintings and Drawings by 
Architects at 8 Merrion square. It consists 
largely of water-colours which are pleasing. 
and accomplished, but which tend to be 
decorative or impressionistic rather than 
structural,

Any Old Iron? 


Drastic steps are being taken by the 
Ministry of Supply to quadruple the 
supplies .of scrap for steel production. 
Scrap now is in greater demand than 
ever, owing to the growth of the munition 
industry and to the fact that none can 
be imported for at least a few months. 
An organised survey, which will be a pre- 
liminary to sweeping acquisitions, is being 
organised by the Ministry. Supplies of 
scrap from damaged buildings are running 
out. A quarter of a million tons hasbeen 
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salyaged in this way, and a hundred

Only Fifty Coupons 


It is regarded as almost certain that 
the number of clothes coupons allowed for 
the period June, 1942, to May, 1943, will 
be fifty or less, instead of sixty. Experts 
at the Board of Trade have been examining 
the results of the £8,000 nation-wide 
clothing inquiry conducted by a market 
research organisation during the autumn, 
and, it is understood, have come to the 
conclusion that the average man and 
woman can do With less. There is to be 
an increase in the number of —— 
required for the kinds of clothes which 
have proved very popular. Men’s over- 
coats, for instance, may be 26 coupons, 
the same as a suit, instead of 18. There 
have been substantial rises in the cost of 
almost all classes of apparel in recent 
months. Men’s fine quality worsteds, 
which used to cost six to eight guineas, 
are now ten to fourteen. Utility suits for 
men are soon to be on the market. Mean- 
while, women's ‘standard costumes,”’ 
made from Government-approved Scotch 
cloth, are selling well at £4 17s. 6d. At 
every stage of their journey, from manu- 
facturer to wearer, the margin of profit is 
rigidly controlled. 


Good Earth 


The food output of an English 400- 
acre farm for the year which ended at 
Michaelmas was given to-day as follows: 
100 tons of wheat, providing 112,000 
loaves, aud supplying 340 people for a 
year; 75 tons of potatoes, enough for 500 
people; 15 tons of carrots, supplying 500 
people; 12 cwts. of onions, 10,000 dozen 
eggs, enough for 3,200 people; 75 cwts. 
of beef, 80 cwts. of lamb, enough for 460 
be 55 tons of flax, 70 tons of straw 
or paper-making, and 20 tons of surplus 


oats for oatmeal. 


The Founder of Singapore 


The average Englishman, if he were 
asked a question about Raffles, would 
probably make a reference to a certain 
character in fiction. Yet Sir Thomas 
Stamford Raffles is one of the outstanding 
figures in British history, and comes into 
mind at the moment as the founder of that 
great Far Eastern port of Singapore. 

His name, indeed, is as closely bound 
up with the history of the Malay Archi- 
pelago and the East Indies as is that of 
Clive with India. Visitors to the London 
Zoo, too, might remember that he founded 
its proprietary society, the Zoological 
Society. 

He was admittedly a great administrator, 
but his career and health—he was never 
robust—were marred by friction with the 
East India Company, and destructive 
critcism of his actions hastened his death, 
which occurred when he was only 45. 

Raffles was for a time Governor of Java, 
and was on his way home from there in 
1816 when he called at St. Helena and 
had a memorable talk with Napoleon. The 
present prosperity of Singapore is a tribute 
to his foresight; for, apart from its great 
value as a port, it has in recent years 
done an enormous trade in spices, tapioca, 
gums, sago, copra and hides, and has the 
largest tin-melting factory in the world. 

A college and a museum there are both 
named after Raffles. 


Films from America 


The events of the last week must have 
given the film-exhibitors a number of 
sleepless nights. Since the outbreak of 
war America has been virtually the only 
source of supply of films. Britain’s output, 
of course, has been severely reduced, and 
many of her best productions have failed 
to visit the screen here as a result of the 
neutrality restrictions. 

Now, if the Americans go al] bellicose 
in their films—as they almost certainly 
will—the number of pictures that will pass 
our vigilant censor may be very small, 
sia What the result will be I cannot 

Perhaps we shall see the tendency of 
recent years reversed. All manner of 
picture theatres may be compelled to trans- 
form them into revue or variety houses as 
an alternative to closing down. 


Winston Churchill—R.A. >? 


The British Premier, Mr. Winston 
Churchill, is a man of many parts. He 
has been a soldier, a journalist, an author, 
and he has written many novels, not to 
mention histories. 

It may not be so well known that he is 
also an accomplished water-colourist. He 
studied under the late Sir John Lavery,

the distinguished Ulster painter, who once 
said that, “if Winston Churchill. had 
devoted his talents to painting, he would 
have been hung in the Royal Academy.”’ 
Whether that is the highest of compli- 
ments depends entirely on your individual 
point of view. 

Benjamin Disraeli, first Earl of Beacons- 
field, great English Premier of Victoria's 
day, also contributed to the literature of 
his time. He is best remembered by his 
novels—‘‘ Vivian Grey,” ‘* Coningsbr,’’ 
and “Henrietta Temple.” Incidentallr, 
I saw a volume of “Vivian Grey ”’ on a 
Liffey-side book-barrow recently. 


Markets for Bloodstock 


At the moment the outlook seems black 
for the exporters of Irish bloodstock. The 
entry of Japan into the war has killed 
the prospect of further trade in Irish 
horses with America—a really excellent 
prospect, too. Fortunately, the choice lots 
shipped not long ago to the States will 
have arrived safely at their destination by 
now. 

Then, too, the Japanese have cut us off 
from our market in Malaya. Irish blood- 
stock agents shipped quite a number of 
racehorses to the Federated States every 
year, the Singapore Turf Club being a 
good customer. 

There is still India to the fore as a 
market, provided there is available trans- 
port. Egypt was a purchaser in the past, 
and even since the outbreak of war racing 
was flourishing there, and Irish horses 
were purchased. But there is slight 
prospect of any business with Egypt now. 
South Africa is still available, but in 
recent times one does not hear that the 
Union sportsmen want to import. Irish 
blood. 

Denmark used to buy troopers from us 
and racehorses ; so did Norway and so did 
Switzerland. Those markets are closed.
